The possible strike of Actors Equity 
was averted with signing of new 3 year pact 
with League of NY Theatres, Terms of the 
new agreement include raise in minimum 
salaries of extras from $40 to $50 and the 
raise of rehearsal salaries from $55 to $75 
over a 3 year period, Road performers will 
receive a minimum of $130 a week this year, 
raising to $135 in 1958, League also agreed 
to insure all performers against any injury

Kaleidoscope- Provincctown- 6/13, 7 con votes vetoed new 
revue presented by Stainbrook-Mckee, Opening had been postponed 
two days due to technical difficulties, Poor material contributed by 
army of 14 sketch-writers, 12 lyric writers and ll song-writers, the 
critics agreed, iJisa D'Orso and Bobo Lewis were singled out for 
extra praise by several, but most admitted there was no outstanding 
cast member. Sketches and songs and dances routine and undistin- 
guished, summed Calta, Times, None of the possible items really 
finished and none emphatically projected, added Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une, who labeled the proceedings as an avant-garde revue no more 
than 15 years bchind the last "Ziegfeld Follies," Watt, News, dis- 
missed it as a fairly dismal affair and spent his white space telling 
of fine Italian dinner he had and of interesting visit to Washington 
Square Art Show. Coleman, Mirror, felt show was full of talented 
youngsters in scarch o- pay-off material, None of the material pre- 
sented developed into theatre substance, commented Herridge, Post. 
Though he found two funny skits, Donnelley, World Telegram & Sun, 
did not think performers were sufficietly gifted to put a shine on 
the rest of the lackluster material. Show suffers from amateur- 
osis, though it serves as effective showcase for cast, concluded 
McClain, Journal American, 


"Theatre Under The Stars" debut presentation of two ballets 
by Maria Tallchief and Andre Eglevsky,two ballets by Jose Limon 
Company and several songs by Annette Warren and Charles Davis 
drew luke-warm notices from drama and dance critics attending 
opening of open-air theatre season at Wollman Skating Rink pre- 
sented by Grace-Anderson, Dance critics rated show good to 
air, while drama critics urged producers to present plays and 
musicals in the picturesque setting. Chapman, News, admitted 
h would rather have heard a solid old musical like "The Three 
Musketters" or ''The Chocolate Soldier."' Both Herridge, Post, 
and Donnelley, WT&S, noted that opening( Mon-Jun 10) was a very 
chilly evening. Former added that "Pal Joey" or "On the Town" 
would fit perfect, she feared current show was unhappily frail 
for so vast a theatre sitting 3700. 


Summer Tent Season Opens 


Westbury, I.I, Music Fair opened second season with a pro- 
duction of Pajama Game which drew diverse views from Cole- 
man, Mirror, and Herridge, Post, Coleman praised all depart- 
ments including resourceful, fresh staging by Richard Barstow, 
first-rate conducting by Salvatore Dell' Isola and fine cast head- 
ed by Jerry Wayne and Jen Nelson, But Post drama editor 
ound it very rough in spots with the musical being more a series 
of numbers than a continuous story, ffect of director of many 
side and back stages simply does not work, she panned. 


Westchester, NY, Music Theatre at Rye opened first sea- 
son with a spirited production of The King and I agreed Beck- 
ley, Herald Tribune and Hertidge, Post. Production has a

Kaleidoscope seems like the gooa old college stunt night 
minus topical Jokes, It presents ten pleasant entertainers suf- 
fering {rom dearth of funny and/or clever material in the com- 
edy, song and dance departments, Many of the sketches, songs, 
and monologues have a basically funny, though mild, idea, but 
the full humor is never developed, Two slightly mad solo num- 
bers based on strip teaser techniques seem to come off the bes! 


"Theatre Under the Stars" debut performance presented 
a fine show of bits and pieces of ballet and song. The 3700 
seat open air theatre facing the NYC skyline deserves, and will 
get, bigger and better theatre, It will be hoped that the actors 
will have large enough voices to fill the area without the use 
of the ear-splitting loud speaker system installed. 


Everyone concerned with theatre must be happy that 
the possible Actors Equity strike was averted by the signing 
of a new contract with the League of NY Theatres, Equity 
is probably the most sensible and sincere of the theatre 
unions and must have had some cause for feeling that a strike 
call was needed if a new contract was signed this week, But 
it is hoped that the case would have gone to arbitration before 
a strike was called, Theatre is an important enough business 
in NYC to have its own impartial labor arbitrator.

What night critics is as fascinating a subject as any 
in hot weather, Alexander Cohen's dream of inviting the 
press to the first Sunday performance of his "Nine O'Clock 
Theatre" which will debut in November at an East side 
house is perfect if he is able to sell-out on subscriptions 
alone, They truly, who needs critics, But if his three to 
four week presentations do not sell out in advance, Mr. 
Cohen will need critics, and he will need them opening 
night,

Theatre show trains and plane tours will be
